Both
cloged and tell, Foley glving Prevost the crook,

Third Round—A pell thit sent Prevost’s teeth
rattling down his throat opeted this round, but
a sockdologer from Prevost, sent Foley again to
ETass,

Fourth Round—Foley came wup puffing con-
siderably from the body blow be had received
im the previouns round, but he evidently mesut
work, as he sent out & neht hander which
miesed, and reccived o compliment on the right
eye, which immediately raised a “mouse,” and
enclosed the eye in & eircle of blue. This whole
round was off-izhting, one retreating when the
other advanced. It concluded by Foley going
almost heels over head over the ropes, under
the influence of an opper cat from Prevost,

Fifth Round—Foley, nothing disconcerted,
was prompt to time, Heavy countering, in
which the blood spouted copiously on both
gides, resulted in Prevost golug to grass,

Sixth Round—Foley seemed elated, and smiled
as well as he could with the gashes and sweil-
ings in his face, and went to work as quick as
he faced his opponent. He delivered o terr fic
blow on Prevost's right eye, in which he badly
injured his right band, His blow laid open the
flech above Prevost's right eye, and it was only
after the most excraordinary exertions of his
seconds that Prevost was brought to time.

Beventh Round—He was scarcely able to
stand In this round, and Foley appeared quite as
groggy, bis leit eye closed, and his tace a mnes
of lumps, A eounter, 4 cross-buttock, and a fall
ended the round.

Eighth Round—FPrevost came up apparently
as freeh as ever. Foley roshed in like a mad-
man, and wos rewarded by being imprisoned in
chancery, He was fearfully beaten about the
face, and omnly escaped final punishment by
dmﬂplng on his knees, Beuing seventy to thirty
on Prevost,

Ninth Round—Prevost appeared to feel his
oate, und levelled Foley with a halfarm blow,

Tenth Round—Foley sent In a compliment
that made Prevost's halr almost stand on end,
His nose appeared to be mashed flat under the
application, and presently began to swell 1o the
proportions of & pumpkin, He confined his
astentions to Foley to the reglon of the chest,
but finally went down by a back fall, Foley

on top. "

Eleventh Round--Both men appesred dis-
tressed, pufling like porpoises. There were blue
lumps on Foley's chest, aud one of his 8yes wus
closed. There was only a red line athwart the
livid lump that marked where his eve ought to be,
Prevost’s lips were swelled to the proportions of
those of a Congo negro, his nose was the size of
8 Bummer radish, and his right arm was con-
siderably swelled by the blows he received in
skilful parrying, Both sparred for wind, aud
danced around the ring, ducking and pirouet-
ting like two turkevs on a hot stove

! late,
Felnts for a point were tried two or three tings,
and were all fnilures, until Prevost put in

slaehing right-hander on Foley's jaw, which that
fonctionary returned whh ~ interest on the
gigantic prohoseis of Prevost, Betting even.

Twelfth Round—Lively fibbing {n this round,
both men p{:ﬂng apd taking. Foley down.

Thirteenth Roand —Prevost took oley off his
feet with a terrific upper cut, which seemed to
lﬁ powerful enough to smash all the lower max-
illary.

Fourteenth Round—Foley slow to time; Pro-
vost puiliing and blowing. Both men sparred
for & mivute and then delivered simultaneously,
Both down.

Filteenth Round—The whisky of the bottle-
holders now begin to operate poweriully on both
men, snd they cime np us fresh a4 at the begin-
ning of the Oght, Both of them even tried to
smile—though such asmile! Both fonght wildly,
exchaoging light tips, and concluded by falling
lovingly together to the sod,

Sixteénth Round—This was the fiarcest round
of the fight, and, as it alterwards appeared, the
turning point, it was give and take for at least
four minutes amid the chears and encouraging
eries of the roughs sssembled around the
“‘square ring.” The iron sty thudded into the
row Besh on ecach othor's faces—swlsh! swisn!
Following the blows camne the olose. Cries of
Foull" were dirveted to the referee at a suppozed
mem.gt of Foley to gouge Prevost. But Provost
prov the better man, spd by a dexterous
crook threw Foley. He landed on his head and
was conducied to his corner muoch demornlized.

Hevemteenth, Eighteenth, and Nineteenth
Rounds—Prevost had the fight ail his own way.
l-‘olcz merely walked up to be knocked down,
All the knock down blows were body blows,
and rome of the keen ones in the crowd ge-
geried that Foley was saving his strength for
the finale,

fidently, as did Foley, 1o the wonder of thuose
